as never before. Local stores have 
on hand a supply of poison. 
Hilton Burks. Secretary of the 
Comanche Cham ber of Comrarror. 
who also is a cotton farm er and 
who has poisoned for the past two 
years with good results, gives the 
following inform ation concerning; 
the situation: 
‘ As you know, the leaf worn# 
has been working on cotton for 
several days and in places hav r 
alm ost eaten the cotton up. The 
leaf worm is very easy to controL 
Probably one poisoning of a rsm - 
ate would take care of the leaf 
worm except maybe in low spot* 
or where the cotton is very heavily 
infested there m ight have to few 
two poisonings. 
“In order that you might gsfc 
full knowledge of 
the situi 
relative to poisoning I here 
give you the information that % 
have gathered which Is pnttrifefer 
the best there is and that Is few 
use calcium arsenate in a powder­ 
ed form with a power spray or a 
blower. Mr. Macon and I bought 
one that covers five rows at a 
time and it blows the 
from the top of the stalk 
down through it to the 
This is a very effective way 
in fact, the best way; and the In­ 
formation I have is that It 
take from five to six pounds 
acre of arsenate each time 
spray. In order to kill the 
weevil, it is necessary to 
three times from five to six dayg 
apart and then it could be 
sible to be necessary to spray 
more time after that, but hardly 
probable. 
"This, at tne present price eg 
arsenate, will cost you outside eg 
labor approximately $1.50 per s o e 
and there is no question but wbdt 
this will kill the weevils soffl- 
ciently to make a fair cotton erupt, 
and it doesn't make any differ­ 
ence how much it rains just ao Ik 
does not rain on the poison im­ 
mediately after it is put on for 
the first 48 hours. If it doea. 1$ la 
necessary to poison again as 
as you can get into the field.

Undee the f**v ’xw of 1998 
every farm is divided, like Oaul, 
into three parts. They are, briefly, 
the soil depleting, neutral, and 
soil conserving acreage, and pro­ 
portion allotted to each division 
varies from county to county and 
farm to farm. The principal cash 
crops classified as “soil depleting” 
are governed bv specific terms 
of the law and the regulations 
tnercunatr. ana are еп*,ои lor 
benefit payments. The “soil con­ 
serving'* crops, also designated by 
law and regulation, may be graz­ 
ed or fed to the normal number 
cf livestock on the farm without 
penalty, and when turned undir 
for soil improvement, air о earn 
bene lit payments. This takes c are 
of the family milk cows and work 
stock already on the farm. 
The “neutral’’ or “general стер” 
acreage is subject to no restric­ 
tions of use whatever. It can be 
planted in any crop desired ex­ 
cept those on which the larm has 
definite allotment, such as cot­ 
ton. wheat, rice or peanuts. It is 
this acreage that offers the great­ 
est potentialities for increased and 
stabilized farm into».»*, if properly 
used Some of this—a very limited 
amount on the whole—will go into 
truck or other Intensive crops for 
sale. Good judgment of course will 
dictate the use of liberal produc­ 
tion of food crops to be ured at 
hme. 
Most of this acreage, hrwever. 
will have to go into feed crops of 
one kind or another. In the cotton 
belt this can easily result m such 
large feed crop that the cash 
markets will be swamped, and the 
producer will scarcely get harvest­ 
ing costs, much less pay for his 
labor and the use of the land in 
production. We have all seen miio 
sell at $2 to IS a ton for heads, 
oats at 20 cents a bushel or lets, 
corn at 35 cents, which does not 
represent day wages for harvesting 
and hauling to town. Since all 
feed crops must in the end go into 
livestock or poultry, it stands to 
reason that the consuming ani­ 
mals and fowls should be brought 
to the feed instead of shipping 
the feed to them elsewhere 
A 
truck or railroad ride does not in­ 
crease the meat or milk-making 
capacity of a ton of hay or a bush­ 
el of grain The farmer who grows 
the feed can therefore produce 
animal products on the farm at 
a lower cost, and whatever the 
price of eggs. meat, milk or wool, 
sells his feed to a better advantage 
in concentrated form than as a 
raw material. 
Farms already set up with the 
livestock and poultry to consume 
their feed crops, and the facilities 
for handling them, will follow 
their usual practices with no in­ 
terference from the law 
Those 
not so circumstanced may be tem­ 
porarily embarassed in making 
the nectaeary readjustments to 
utilise this acreage to the best 
advantage. 
Fencing

supplies must be provided when 
livestock are Introduced. and the 
livestock must oe procured When 
the feed is grown and properly 
stored financing can usually be 
found, 
either 
through 
private 
banks or the Production Credit 
Associations, for the purchase of 
livestock.
